VI. THAT the Britiſh Paper-Makers generally allow there are in Great- Britain Two Hundred Paper-Mills; 
Fifty of which are preſum'd to have each Two Fats, and the Workmen make Eight Reams at each Fat fer 
Diem, allowing Two Hundred and Sixty Five Working Days in the Year; wherein, by the beſt Computa- 
tion can be obtaind; they cannot make leſs than Five Hundred and Thirty Thouſand Reams per Annum.

IX. THE Propoſers can fully demonſtrate, that the Deficiencies of the Duties laid on Foreign and Engliſh Pa- 
pers, by an Act of the Eighth and Ninth Years of King Wiliam the Third, were occaſion'd by Imploying Per- 
ſons both in Aﬀeſſing, and Collecting the 1.:4 Duties, who were very Unskilful in that Manufacture: And they 
are fully fatisfy'd, that if proper Perſons were Imploy'd on that Account, at Her Majeſty's Cuſtom Houſe in 
London, the Duties on Foreign Papers might be very much Improv'd. For whereas ſome Imperial Papers, fold 
at Five Pounds per Ream, pay no greater Duty than Royals of leſs than half that Value: And many valuable 
Papers, being texm'd Unrated, or Charg'd, ad Valorem, by the Book of Rates, pay but Ten Pence per Ream, 
which ſhduld he Rated at treble that Sum: Your Propoſers have a Scheme to offer to this Honourable Houſe, by 
which the Cuſtom- Officers, at all Her Majeſty's Ports, may readily underſtand all the ſeveral Sorts of Pa- 
pers Importgd,--and the Duties they are to pay to the Government. They have likewiſe a Scheme for Dire-

Qing che Collectors of Her Majeſty's Duty of Exciſe ; whereby they may eaſily know all Sotts of Papers, and 


Paſtboards, made in Great- Britain, and the Duties to be Aﬀeſsd thereon. Xun 
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X. THE Propoſers farther Repreſent, THat there were ſeveral Letters about the Beginning of the laſt Year, 
ſent from Merchants in Holland, to their Correſpondents in London, intimating that the States had then under 
their Conſideration, the laying a Duty on Paper: And advertis'd, that if. the Dealers therein, could procure the 
ſaid Tax to be deferr'd for that Year; they were apprehenſive that the urgent Occaſion for Supplies, would 
ſoon oblige them to it. ay It Propoſers hereof, conceive this to be the fitteſt O ity for Laying 
this Duty in Great-Britain: Which if this Honourable Houſe ſhall think fit to do; the Propoſers humbly Re- 
queſt, that ſuch Poſt in the Management of the ſaid Duty, as they may be qualify'd to perform, may be con
